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Minneapolis Journal: Hundred* of 
Reds who have been taken Into cus­ 
tody or deported by officers of the 
United States Government, offer bit­ 
ter protest upon the ground that tile 
gu arante e of free speech under the 
Constitution has been abrogated. 
In 
this co ntention they carry w it h them 
iome American citizens w h o fear that 
>he time honored right of free speech 
and free assembly is lo he 
lost 
or 
Compromised in a wave of reaction. 
Such protestors point to the Dec­ 
laration of Independence in support 
of their contention 
particularly to 
the passage w h ic h reads: “ W hen ever 
a ny go v er n m e n t becomes destructive 
of these ends (life. liberty and pur­ 
suit of happine ss) it is the right of 
the people to alter or abolish ii and 
to institute a new government.*’ 
This is clearly a declaration of the 
right of resistance 
and 
revolution. 
hut it conte m pla te s the erection of 
a n o th e r gove rnment in place of tile 
one abolished and it does not purpose 
to abide in anarchy or disorder. John 
Adams, John Hancock, Roger Sher­ 
man and the rest of the fathers, be­ 
lieved in the right of revolution, or 
resistance, and they acted upon this 


right. 
But this is only half tin* story. 
It 
must he remembered relative lo free 
speech and assembly that the docu­ 
ment that governs the policy of the 
United States is not th** Declaration 
o f Independence, lint 
Hie C onsti tu ­ 
tion. 
The Declaration was a prelimi­ 
nary statement of principles. 
Tbt) 
Constitution followed as tin* book of 
rules. 
It should be remembered at 
tills 
time that aliens are in 
a 
different 
status before the law from citizens. 
Tile allen shares none of tile privil­ 
eg es of cit izensh ip and 
only 
such 
rights as are specifically guaranteed 
by treaty or international law. 
You 
cannot exile an 
alien. 
Only 
Ute 
country where he is a citizen can do 
this. 
Now it is notable that 
the 
first 
amendm ent to the Constitution deals 
with the right of free speech and as­ 
sembly in lite following words: “Con­ 
gress shall m ak e no laws abridging 
the freedom of speech or of the press; 
or tile right of people peaceably to 
assemble and to petition the go vern­ 
ment for tile redress of grievances." 
T he right to “ peaceably assemble" 
and to petition is granted under the 
Constitution, Im! not the right to re­ 
volt or to stir up 
sedition. 
These 
words mean as much today as when 
th ey were written, 
it is the evident 
intent of the 
Constitution 
not 
to 
grant people tile right to get toget- 
hei and conspire against the Govern ­ 
ment, nor does it grant 
to 
foreign 
c it iz ens the right to incite the masses 
against the Government. 
T he Const! tut ion does g i a n t to all 
cit iz ens the tight of free assembly 
and of petition, 
If grievance s are 
not redressed by Congress after such 
petition, cit izens have th e 
further 
r ight lo go to tile polls and elect rep­ 
resentatives to a new Congress that 
w ill enact the w ill of Hie majority. 
ll was the purpose of the founder:* 
o f tlic Republic and it is still the will 
of the people, to have a govern men t 
of order and freedom under la w .”
